GIRL USHER IK 


THEATER HOLDUP 


Escape in Auto With $1500 
Receipts After Cowing 
‘Crowd in Lobby With 
Shotgun Fire. 


2000 IN AUDIENCE 
UNAWARE OF RAID 


Persons in Ticket Line at 
Berwyn (Ill. ) Film House 
‘Held Back as Cashier Is 
Robbed.

CHICAGO, April 30.—Miss Pearl 


Eggerson, a 17-year-old usher in 
the Ritz Theater at Berwyn, a su- 
burb, was shot and killed last 
night by robbers, who obtained 
$1500 of the theater’s receipts 
from Miss Gertrude Plante, the 
cashier. 

With the loot in their arms, the 
robbers used their guns to hold 
back 60 persons in the ticket line, 


and walked to the curb where a 
companion waited at the wheel of 
an automobile bearing a New York 
license. Each fired a shot in the 
direction of the crowd before 
leaping into the machine and es- 
caping. 

Miss Eggerson was employed in 
an Oak Park department store and 
increased her weekly income by 
acting as usher at the theater Sun- 
day nights. The second show of 
the night had just started and the 
nearly 2000 persons in the audi- 
ence were watching “Their Hour” 
on the screen when the girl went 
to the cashier’s cage for a chat 
with Miss Plante, who is 18. 

The robbers’ car drew up at 
the curb and the two masked men 
half ran toward the ticket booth. 
They pointed their weapons at the 
girls and told them to “keep your 
trap shut and give us the money.” 

Fires When Girl Screams. 

Miss Plante said she was on 
the point of refusing their demand 
when the Eggerson girl screamed. 
One of the robbers fired an auto- 
matic pistol and both girls slumped 
to the floor of the narrow cage; 
Miss Eggerson with a wound in 
her abdomen which cost her life 
before she could be taken to a 
hospital, and Miss Plante in a 
faint. 

The robbers ran around to the 
door in the rear, sweeping with 
their guns the persons in the lob- 
by, and were out again with the 
money ir a few seconds. Several 
witnesses later described them as 
men of about 27 years of age and 
of medium height. 

Shotgun Fired at Crowd. 

Charges from a shotgun and one 
bullet from the automatic pistol 
were found buried in the lobby 
walls. These were the shots fired 
toward the persons in the lobby 
just as the robbers reached their 
car. 

A portion of the New York li- 
cense number on the car was 
caught by one witness. It was 
*9-N-435 ” 1928. 

The holdup took place at a time 
when only a few tardy: theatergo- 
trs were present near the ticket 
office. It was the time, too, that 
the police officer on duty in the 
neighborhood was two blocks 
away, making his regular call into 
headquarters.

17-HOUR PARIS-BERLIN TRIP 
CUT TO 5 1-2 BY AIRPLANES 


Regular Service, Longest Commer- 
cial Nonstop Schedule in En- 
rope, Inaugurated.

BERLIN, April 30.—The longest 
éommercial nonstop air service in 
Europe was inaugurated yesterday 
over the Berlin-Paris route by the 
Lufthansa and Farman companies. 
Planes left the terminal cities 
simultaneously at noon, the Ger- 
man end being served by the larg- 
est German land plane, which was 
recently named “Hermann Koehl,” 
in honor of the German pilot of 
the Bremen. 

The planes cover in a flight of 
five and a half hours the distance 
for which express trains require 17 
hours. 

An innovation in the first regu- 
lar flight of the “Hermann Koehil” 
was the serving of a full-ccurse 
hot luncheon on board the plane. 
Capt. Wende, who has covered 
500,000 kilometers as a service 
pilot, was in charge of the ship.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 30.— 


Claude G. Bowers, editorial writer 
on the New York Evening World, 
was selected today to deliver the 
keynote speech, as temporary 
chairman, at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, in Houston, 
Tex., June 26. 

At a meeting of members of the 
Democratic National Committee 
charged with making arrangements 


for the convention, Bowers’ name 
was proposed by Mrs. Leroy 
Springs of South Carolina, His se- 
lection was unanimous. 

Bowers is a former resident of 
Indiana and the author of several 
books built around historica) 
events in the early days of the 
American republic. 

The Committee on  Arrange- 
ments, holding its first meeting 
since its creation in January, was 
only in session an hour. 

After hearing a report from Jes- 
se H. Jones of Houston, its active 
chairman, the committee appoint- 
ed a slate of temporary convention 
officers in addition to Bowers and 
authorized creation of a number of 
small committees to handle con- 
vention details. 

Chairman Shaver of the National 
Committee announced that a sug- 
gestion had been made to him that 
Senator Dill of Washington vow 
designated as keynoter, He said 
he had discussed the situation with 
Dill, who had advised him that 
there was virtually a universal de- 
mand for Bowers. Dill asked that 
his name be not pressed. 

No consideration was given to- 
day to the selection of a permanent 
convention chairman. This post 
will be filled when the convention 
actually gets under way, with the 
National Committee expected be- 
fore then to agree on a recommen- 
dation. Among those mentioned 
for chairman are Senators Robin- 
son of Arkansas and Barkley of 
Kentucky and Representative Crisp 
of Georgia. 

Charlies A. Greathouse, Indiana’s 
National Committeeman, was 
named secretary of the convention. 
Representative Cannon of Missouri, 
parliamentarian, and Patrick J. 
Haltigan, reading clerk. Haltigan 
holds that post in the House of 
Representatives. 

No final arrangements were 
made for broadcasting convention 
proceedings. Jones advised the 
committee that the National 
Broadcasting Co. had offered the 
same facilities it is arranging for 
the Republican convention. In ad- 
dition, he said, several other sta- 
tions including that of the Chicago 
Tribune, were seeking the right to 
broadcast. . 


Bowers Author of Books on Amer- 
ican Politics. 
By the Associated Preras, 

NEW YORK, April 30.—Claude 
G. Bowers, New York editorial 
writer, selected today to deliver the 
keynote speech at the Democratic 
convention at Houston, served in 
that capacity at the Indiana State 
Democratic convention in 1920. His 
selection as keynote speaker for 
the coming national convention 
was generally foreshadowed by his 
address at the Jackson day dinner 
in Washington on Jan. 12. 

He is best known as an histo- 
rian of American -politics. He is 
the author of “The Party Battles 
of the Jackson Period” and “Jef- 
ferson and Hamilton.” 

Bowers came to New York as 
an editorial writer for the New 
York World in 1923, having been 
for six years the editor of the Fort 
Wayne (Ind.) Journal Gazette. 
Previously he wrote editorials for 
the Indianapolis Sentinel and the 
Terer Haute Star. He was an un- 
successful candidate for Congress 
from the Terre Haute district, 
1904-6, and was secretary to Unit- 
ed States Senator John W. Kern of 
Indiana, 1911-17, 

He was born in Hamilton Coun- 
ty, Indiana, in 1878.

DIVE KILLS THREE! 


Musician, Friend and Pilot 
Lose Lives When Wing of 
Machine Crumples After 
Long Drop. 


FIVE DIE IN THREE 
OTHER ACCIDENTS 


Two of Them Ohio Youths 
Who Were in a Second- 
Hand Biplane—Learned 
to Fly Secretely.

‘“EUREKA, Cal., April 30.—Three 


men are dead because a musician 
whose hearing was impaired  be- 
lieved an airplane dive from a 


great height would restore his 
ability to catch the lighter notes of 
an orchestra. 

The musician persuaded an avi- 
ator and a fellow musician to at- 
tempt the dive here yesterday. An 
airplane wing which buckled as the 
flyer tried to check the drop sent 
the three hurtling 3500 feet to 
earth, where their crumpled plane 
burned befofe the bodies could be 
extricated. Several hundred p r- 
sons saw the crash. 

The dead were: William Spa- 
letta, World War flyer; Willard 
Winzel, 45, pianist and composer, 
whose hearing was growing defec- 
tive to an extent which hampered 
his work, and Larry Beatty, musi- 
cian and friend of Winzel. 

After agreeing to give Winzel 
the dive expected to improve his 
hearing, Spaletta climbed to a 
great height, and dived. About 
3500 feet up the left wing buckled 
as Spaletta attempted to straighten 
out the plane. 

The plane fell with such force 
that the engine was buried in the 
earth. 

Gasoline from broken 
spattered over the wreckage, and 
ignited before the spectators could 
reach the spot. The three bodies 
were burned badly. 

Winzel’s widow said he had read 
of recent reports that airplane 
dives improved defective hearing, 
and had determined to try it, al- 
though ke had a premonition that 
the flight would kill him. 

Maj. R. H. Goldthwaite, army 
ear specialist, attached to the Let- 
terman General Hospital in San 
Francisco, recently issued a state- 
ment scouting the theory that such 
dives helped the hearing. 


Three Killed When Plane Crashes 
and Burns. 
By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., April 30.—A 
flaming airplane carried three men 
to their deaths here yesterday 
when H. E. Larue, Denver pilot, 
was unable to bring the ship out 
of a tail spin. 

Larue, head of the  Ajircraft 
Transport Co. here, took off from 
the Union Aviation Field with Lo-, 
ren Craven, -Littleton, Colo., and 
Emil Dietrich, Prighton, Colo., as 
passengers. 

Observers said that abeut 15 
minutes after the take-off, the 
plane went into a tail spin while 
banking in a strong wind at a 
height of about 200 feet and 
crashed in a corn, field. As it 
neared the ground it burst into 
flames. 

Rescuers were unable to extin- 
guish the flames which continued 
until the plane was a twisted mass 
of metal and the three bodies 
were charred almost beyond rec- 
ognition. 

Larue’s associates said that 
while he had purchased the plane 
only a week ago, he held a trans- 
port pilot’s license, which re- 
quired his having flown a plane 
for 200 hours. 


Two Youths Killed While Fiying 
in Second-Hand Machine. 
By the Associated Press. 

ELYRIA, O., April 30.—An ob- 
session for aviation which led 
them to fly a second-hand biplane 
purchased only two weeks ago 
ended in the death yesterday of 
Gerald Miller, 19 years old, and 
Myron Kelley, 21, both of Elyria. 

The youths were killed when. at 
an altitude of about 200 feet, the 
plane went into g tail spin and 
crashed on a farm eight smiles 
south of here. Scores of motor- 
ists saw the plane fall, but were 
unable to get to its occupants be- 
cause of flames. It was 20 minu- 
tes before the charred bodies were 
recovered. 

Coroner Perry of Lorain Coun- 
ty said Miller secretly had taken 
flying lessons and purchased the 
plane about two weeks ago. Mil- 
ler was teaching Kelley to fly.

Lindbergh Lands im Washington 
To Turn ‘Spirit of St. Louis’ Over 
To the Smithsonian Institution 


About 50 People See Him Hop Off at 9:0 


on 700- Mile 


Lambert-St. 


Jump From 
Louis Field. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—Col. 


Lindbergh landed his “Spirit of St. 
Louis” here today. The trans-At- 
lantic plane is to be placed in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Lindbergh said he had ideal 
flying conditions with a tail wind 
all the way from St. Louis. 

He made the 707-mile trip in 
five hours and nine minutes, at an 
average speed of more than 137 
miles an hour. -He landed at 2:10 
p. m., St. Louis time. 

“The Spirit of St. Louis” has 
made its last cross-country flight,” 
the Colonel announced on landing 
at Bolling Field. 

Only a few of the several hun- 
dred spectators at the field were 
aware of Lindbergh's arrival. 
More than 20 planes from Selfridge 
Field, here to participate in army 
maneuvers, occupied the center of 
the stage and Lindbergh was on 
his way to Washington before 
even Maj. Davidson, the field com- 
mandant, knew he had landed. 

The Smithsonian is awaiting 
direct word from Col. Lindbergh 
to begin preparations for receiving 
the “Spirit of St. Louis.” No cere- 
monies have been planned. 

The problem of caring for the 
plane will be a big one, they said, 
and the ship will doubtless remain 
at Bolling Field for several weeks 
until the building which houses the 
Langley model is made ready for 
the permanent exhibit. 

It has been suggested that the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” be placed in 
a glass case, but it was said at the 
Smithsonian Institution that the 
estimated cost, nearly $20,000, 
might be too great. Guard rails 
may be installed, but this means is 
felt unwise as a constant watch 
would have to be maintained to 
ward off souvenir hunters. 


Fifty Persons Saw Takeoff From 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
hopped off from Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at 9:01 a. m. today on what 
is to be the last distance flight for 
his famous trans-Atlantic mono- 
plane, the “Spirit of St. Louis,” a 
trip to Washington, where the ship 
will be turned over to the Smith- 
sonian Institution for permanent 
exhibition alongside other historical 
aircraft. 

While Col. Lindbergh remarked 
before he taxied down the field for 
the take-off that he was not flying 
on schedule, it is regarded as a 
foregone conclusion that he wou! 
make a nonstop flight to the na- 
tional capital, about 700 miles, 

Bareheaded «and smiling, the 
flyer arrived at the flying field at 
8:15 o'clock. Besides the mechan- 
ics and flyers from the airport 
there were not more than 50 spcc- 


tators as he climbed out of au au- 
tomobile and strode into the Na- 
tional Guard hangar where the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” had been kept 
since Feb. 13, when he completed 
his Central American tour with a 
notable nonstop flight to St. Louis 
fromm Havana. 

Inspects Plane Before Start. 

“All set?” he asked Master Serg*. 
Weisz, who had been in charge of 
the ship. Weisz told him that it 
was “gassed and ready to go.” 
Lindbergh immediately set to work 


‘stowing his grips in the cabin and 


when he had finished, personally 
inspected the plane, thumping wing 
and tail surfaces and scrutinizing 
fittings. 

After a while the ship was rolled 
out in front of the hangar with 
Lindbergh himself lifting its tail 
along with a group of overalled 
mechanics. 

Once out in front its engine was 
started. After it had been warmed 
up Lindbergh taxied slowly down 
the field. From the eastern edgé, 
he took off a minute after 9 
o'clock, getting into the air after 
a short run. 

Flying .with Maj. William  B. 
Robertson, president of the Cur- 
tiss-Robertson Aircraft Manuf1c- 
turing Corporation, in a new 
Robin—the first of a line of Rob- 
ins to be built in a factory at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field—Lindbergh 
arrived at the flying field at. 6°30 
Dp. m. yesterday. 

They had begun their flight at 
Washington, making two stops ior 
gasoline en route. . 

Record of “The Spirit.” 

The “Spirit of St. Louis,” a Ryan 
monoplane, was built especially for 
Lindbergh’s trans-Atlantic  fiizht 
slightly more than a year ago. 
Since then it has flown more than 
40,000 miles in almost 409 hours. 
Among its more notable flights 
were nonstop jumps from San 
Diego, Cal.,, to St. Louis, anotner 
from St. Louis to New York, 4& 
nonstop trip from Washington to 
Mexico City, the Havana-St. Louis 
hop and, of course, the New f£ork- 
Paris trip. The plane is powered 
with a Whirlwind Wright motor. 

Lindbergh's gift of the plane to 
the Smithsonian Institution will 
fulfill a promise he made after his 
return from Europe. The removal 
of the airplane leaves to St. Louis 
only Lindbergh's noted collection 
of souvenirs at Jeffersgn Memorial 
as a memento of his great flying 
career. He said today that he had 
made no plans for the final dis- 
position of his trophies, which:are 
worth many thousands of dollars. 
However, as is known, the Missouri 
Historical Society is hopeful that 
Lindbergh will agree to leave them 
on permanent exhibition here.

The Princess discloses the news 
of her divorce to friends here yea- 
terday, saying that her husband, 
Prince Suad Chakir, son of Tur- 
key’s last Sultan, had diverced her 
without giving her a chance to pre- 
sent her case in Court; She said 
the Prince three weeks ago cabled 
her an order to “communicate to 
him at once the date of her sailing 
for home, in order to avoid di- 
vorce.” She added that he had 
acted with full knowledge that she 
was at her mother’s sick bed. — 

“I had intended to rejoin my 
husband in February, but in Seat- 
tle my mother became desperately 
ill, and I was forced to return with 
her to San Francisco, where I have 
remained,” said the Princess.

California voters will cast their

Three Democrats are seeking the 
support of the State’s 26 delegates. 
They are Senator Reed of Missouri, 

‘Gov. Smith of New York, and Sen- 
ator Walsh of Montana. 

The Republicans have only one 
candidate—Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover, to whom the 
State's 29 delegates will be pledged. 

A prohibition candidate, Daniel 
A. Poling of New York, will'be on 
the ballot, although he asked that 
his name be withdrawn, after the 
ballots had been printed. 

Prohibition has been the princi- 
pal question involved in the Demo- 
cratic campaign. Religious issues 
also have been injected. 

The bitter struggle that took 
place between William G. McAdoo, 
former Secretary of the Treasury, 
and Gov. Smith for the presidentia! 
nomination at New York City in 
1924 has been carried into the Cal- 
ifornia primary. 

McAdoo Heads Walsh Ticket. 

McAdoo leads the dry delega- 
tion pledged to Walsh, who also 
is backed by the Anti-Saloon 

League forces and the Woodrow 
Wilson Democrats. 

Doubt that Reed can hope to 
win the delegation has been ex- 
pressed by political observers, but 
the vote polled by Reed, cutting 
into the ballots cast for Smith and 
Walsh may prove the determining 
factor. 

The Smith candidacy is sup- 
ported by Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
former Governor of Wyoming. In

COLLECTOR'S “GRAVY 


Schneider Says Auditor Thomp- 
son So Described Cash He 
Says Koeln Got. 


Interest paid to Collector Koeln 
on State income tax collections in 
St. Louis is considered the Col- 
lector’s “gravy” by State Auditor 
Thompson, the auditor was quoted 
as saying by William R. Schneider, 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for Governor in a speech 
today before the Ancient Order of 
Blue Goose, an insurafice organi- 
zation, at the American Annex Ho- 
tel. 

Schneider told of the Auditor’s 
theory in the course of a charge 
that Koeln made no report of in- 
terest on daily balances on his an- 
nual collections of approximately 
$3,000,000 of State income taxes. 

Koeln, when asked about the 
interest, said that he accounted for 
it in a general account covering in- 
terst on daily balances for all funds 
in his custody, and that while he 
did not return the interest to the 
State with his income tax remit- 
tances, he apportioned it to the 
State, county and schools in the 
proportion of their receipts from 
the personal and real estate taxes, 
and that he did not retain the in- 
terest personally. 

Schneider opened his speech to- 
day with the remark: ‘The An- 
client Order of Blue Goose is an 
appropriate organization for me to 
address today because I want to 
talk about how the people’s goase 
is cooked and who gets the gravy.” 


After reviewing his charge last 
week that Koeln illegally retained 
commissions oh State income tax 
collections in excess of $10,000 a 
year, he delivered his charge that 
Koeln also retained interest on the 
income collections, and referred to 
a statement Friday by Edward W. 
Foristel, Koeln’s attorney, that he 
had advised Koeln that he had the 
right to the interest which Foriste! 
said amounted to about $10,000 a 
year. 

“Foristel has long been the at- 
torney and political ally of Boss 
Koeln,” Schneider said. “He cer- 
tainly knows what he is talking 
about when he says this intetest 
(on all funds) amounts to more 
than $10,000 annually. Does he 
turn that in to the schools, city 
and State, as stated by Foristel? 

“I find that according to Comp- 
troller Nolte’s audit of Collector 
Koeln’s books that in so far as that 
audit covers the collection of prop- 
erty taxes that Koeln turned in in- 
terest on daily balances in the fol- 
lowing amounts: 1927, $6113.12; 
1926, $5166.81; 1925, $4289.40; 
1924, $4476.01; 1923, $4260.51, and 
80 on.,”’ 

Schneider told of inquiring as to 
whether the Comptroller checked 
the banks records to audit the 
amount of interest paid, and of 
learning that there was no such 
check, and of inquiring of - State 
Auditor why Koeln was not _re- 
quired to account for the interest. 

“He said he know of no law 
which required Koeln fo return the 
interest,”” Schneider asserted. ‘‘He 
aaid: ‘We have always regarded 
that as the Collector's gravy.’ ” 

“On this theory,” Schneider con- 
tinued, “when one of the peniten- 
tiary cows has a calf, the calf 
would immediately become the 
property of the Warden, who has 
charge of the cow for the State. 
When one of the hens lays an egg, 
the Warden gets the egg. It looks 
like Foristel’s theories would kill 
the goose that has laid the golden 
hep for Ed Koeln and Ed Foris- 
tel.’ 

In all of Schneider's attacks on 
Koeln, he has pointed out Koeln’s 
connection with the candidacy of 
Henry 8. Caulfield for the nomi- 
nation for Governor, and has 
charged that Koeln, through at- 
tempted dictatorship in politica, is 
trying to get control of the State 
Government. 

Koeln returned yesterday from 
an outing on White River, near 
Branson, Mo. He offered an ex- 
planation of the interest paid on 


| dafly balances, and, while again 
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commissions, as he did by tele- 
phone Thursday, said that the 
amount was not as high as Schnei- 
der asserted. 

“All money received by the Col- 
lector,” Koeln said, “is deposited 
in one account. The interest paid 
on the daily balances is carried in

Attorney-General Gentry 
Holds Amendment Must 


First Precede Republican 
Scheme. |

JEFFERSON CITY, April 30. — 
The plens of Republican leaders in 
Missouri to submit an _ initiative 
measure in the November election 
for a revision of the State senator- 
jal districts, that would wipe out 
Democratic control of the State 
Senate, have struck a snag in an 
opinion by Attorney-Genefal N. ™. 
Gentry that the proposdl is uncon- 
stitutional. 

In an opinion given to Sam A. 
Clark of Carrollton, Gentry pointed 
out that the Constitution now pro- 
vides fcr revision of the senatoria) 
districts at the first session of the 
Legislature after each decennial 
census. He held the proposition 
could not be legally submitted 
without first amending the Consti- 
tution to permit revision »>f the dis- 
tricts at any time by the Legisla- 
ure, an. to give the people the 
right to revise them hy the initia- 
tive. 


Suggestion of Gentry. 

Gentry suggested that initiative 
petitions be prepared providing for 
amendment of the Constitution, to 
permit redistricting of the sen.tor- 
jal districts at any time, and spe- 
cifically giving the people the right 
to redistrict by initiative. 

If this Were done it would mean 
postponement of the redistricting 
attempt for at least two years, for 
the constitution would have to be 
amended before the redistricting 
proposal could he submitted. Ef- 
forts of Republicans to gain con- 
trol of the upper House of Legis- 
lature, have failed in several in- 
stances. In 1921 Gov. Hyde, At- 
torney-General Jesse W. Barrett 
and Secretary of State C. U. Beck- 
er drew up a redistriction plan un- 
der a section of the law giving 
these state officers the authority 
to revise the districts, if the Leg- 
islature had failed to do so at the 
first session of the Legislature aft- 
er the decennial session. 


Hyde Pian Knocked Out. 

The Hyde plan would have 
made 20 of 34 districts safely He- 
publican and ended Democratic 
control of the State Senate. How- 
ever the Supreme Court knocked 
out the Hyde plan, holding adop- 
tion of-.the Initiative and referen- 
dum amendment to the State Con- 
stitution nullified the section of 
the law under which the three Re- 
publican state officials drew up 
the plan. The Hyde proposal then 
was submitted by the initiative in 
1922 election but was defeated by 
162,000 votes. Attempts were 
made in 1926 to resubmit the plan 
but it was abandoned because Re- 
publican administration — leaders 
feared a fight that would result 
in defeat of the Republican state 
ticket. After dropping the pro- 
posal the Republican ticket was 
beaten any way in the 1926 elec- 
tion. 

The redistricting plan proposed 
for submission in the November 
election virtually is the same as the 
original Hyde plan. It would give 
the Republicans at least 20 of the 
34 Senate seats, whereas the Dem- 
Ocrats now hold 21. The proposal 
is backed by the Republican State 
committee, the.

Government craft which have been

RIP VAN WINKLE. 


G. E. Dieckman Backs With Cash His Con- 
viction That Amphibian Shown Here Was 
Buried in Cornerstone 31 Years. 


“Money talks” today in the 
wordy controversy as to whether 
Rip Van Winkle, horned toad, did 
or did not live 31 years inside the 
cornerstone of the Eastland (Tex.) 
Courthouse. 

George E. Dieckman, president 
of the Zoological Society, which 
brought the toad here for exhibi- 
tion Friday, Saturday and yester- 
day at the zoo, offered $1000 to- 
day to anyone who could prove the 
toad was not sealed in the corner- 
stone 31 years. He added that any- 
one who could win the reward 
could collect $50,000 in wagers. 

“More than $50,000," amended 
S. W. Ruff, who, with the toad’s 
owner, Will M. Wood of Eastland, 
is escorting it eastward to New 
York with a view of putting it “on 
the road” for exhibition. They 
remarked that Wood refused a 
$10,000 offer for the toad _ tele- 
graphed yesterday from Eastland 
County. 

Clearly, it would be pretty diffi- 
cult for anyone to produce positive 
evidence that would win the re- 
ward or the wagers. But it’s good 
advertising for Rip, and, Dieckman 
and Ruff implied, a challenge to 
“put up or shut up.” 

But that was not the only way 
they sought to have money break 
its silence. Ruff and Wood re- 
tained Cleveland A. Newton, for- 
mer Congressman, to represent 
them in prospect of bringing suit 
against local organizations which 
called Rip a fake. 

“We don’t care whether any- 
body believes our story or not,” 
said Ruff. “But we feel that for 
these people, without examining

our evidence, to denounce it ag a 
fraud is not treating anybody 
right. They’re simply people with 
a scientific turn of mind, who 
won't accept anything at its face 
value. We have sufficient evidence 
to convince anyone of ordinary in- 
telligence.” 

Ruff cited that the presence of 
the toad had been recalled to the 
public a month before the corner- 
stone was opened, and that the 
“most credible men in the county” 
were summoned as witnesses to the 
opening, which was observed by 
3000 persons. Dieckman said he 
had made two trips to Eastland 
and convinced himself the report 
was true before the Zoological 5o- 
ciety, by paying a nominal sum 
out of its.own treasury, obtained 
the exhibition here. 

To avoid a jam in the reptile 
house, a large stand was built out- 
side where several hundred could 
see the toad at once. The space 
was crowded most of yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

In New York, Ruff said, he and 
Wood hoped to take the affidavit 
of Dr. W. T. Hornaday, expert on 
reptiles, who was quoted in a 
newspaper as saying he had found 
a living frog imbedded under two 
feet of hard clay in Ceylon. The 
report was that the frog, soon 
after it was unearthed, hopped 
away. 

The Herpetology Society of St 
Louis last week declared that Rip 
could not have lived in the corner- 
stone and that he appeared to be 
considerably less than 31 years old, 
and the Naturalist Club of 5t. 
Louis indorsed that view.

RANKS FIRST QUARTER OF YEAR 


Average for 25 Cities About Sta- 
tionary; St. Louis Rate 12 
Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Un- 
employment among trade union 
members, as reported to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labpr,’ has re- 
mained practically stationary dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1928 and 
amounts to about 18 per cent of the 
membership. 

President Green of the federna- 
tion made the calculation for pub- 
lication in the forthcoming issue of 
the Federationist, basing the re- 
turns upon reports from 24 repre- 
sentative cities. 

At the end of March the unem- 
ployment among union members 
ranged from 7 per cent in San An- 
tonio to 36 per cent in Cleveland, 
the 18 per cent figure given being 
an average of the cities. Milwaukee 
had a low union unemployment fig- 
ure of 8 per cent, and Chicago and 
St. Louis were each rated at 12 per 
cent; Cleveland had the highest 
percentage, 36, and the New York 
percentage was 23.

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BOMBING OF TWO 
KIRKWOOD HOMES 
UNDER INQUIRY 


Authorities Told Newly- 
Erected Bungalows Had 
Been Built on Open-Shop 
Plan. 


-\uthorities of St. Louis County 
today were investigating the cir- 
cumstances under which two new- 
ly-erected bungalows in Kirkwood 
were bombed Saturday night, caus- 
ing $11,000 damage. The houses, 
authorities were told, had been 
built on the open-shop plan. 

The bombings bring the total in 
the St. Louis district since Jan. 1 tc 
20. Most of them have been 
blamed on labor difficulties, al- 
though heads of the organization to 
which union building craftsmen 
belong said that organization docs 
not countenance sabotage. 

The bungalows bombed Saturday 
night are on South Longfellow ave- 
nue in the Corona Park subdivision 
in Kirkwood. They were the first 
of 20 being erected for S. M. Gross- 
man to be completed. Grossman is 
a realty dealer. The first explosion 
was at midnight and Grossman. 
who lives in the subdivision, ran 
out of his home in time to see two 
young men drive away in a Chrys- 
ler roadster, The :econd explosion 
came soon after the frst. 

The first explosion did the 
great damage, demolishing the 
bungalow, which was of brick 
veneer construction. Damage to 
this structure was placed at $8000 
by Grossman. 

In the second house the outside 
walls of the kitchen and bathroom 
were blown in, the damage being 
placed at $3000. Windows in a third 
house were broken by the force of 
the blast. 

The explosion was heard for a 
number of blocks, resulting in nu- 
merous calls to Kirkwood police 
and firemen. Grossman told police 
he employed the Wilson Construc- 
tion Co. of Kirkwood to erect a row 
of bungalows for him on the open- 
shop plan, with the exception of 
the brick work, which was done 
by union men. Grossman said he 
had received no threats or warn- 
ings, but that union business agents 
were frequent visitors on the job, 
attempting to get the Wilson com- 
pany employes to join the union. 

Last November the home of for- 
mer State Senator A. E. L Gard- 
ner in Kirkwood was damaged by 
the explosion of a bamb. The 
bombing was attribted to the fact 
that Gardner's son-in-law, Herbert 
Hausman was connected with a 
concern which had had trouble 
with organized labor. 


Substance Hidden in 
With Cleancrs Starts Fire. 

A new method of “planting” ex- 
plosives in the bombings avhich 
have characterized the union and 
open shop struggle in cleaning es- 
tablishments is being investigated 
by Seret. Girard and Detective 
Roland, especially assigned to 
bombings. 

The detectives today turned over 
a substance for analysis with a 
special report saying it had been 
found hidden in an overcoat left 
at the Blue Bell Cleaning Co., 3606 
South Spring avenue. The coat was 
sent to the Maplewood Cleaning & 
Pressing Co., 2621 Big Bend boule- 
vard. Employes were about to 
place it in gasoline, they report- 
ed, when they noticed a bulge at 
the collar. 

They found a jelly-like substance 
which burst into flame and de- 
stroyed the overcoat. The coat 
had been left at the branch by a 
woman who gave a fictitious name 
and address.

‘Minority Holder in Menzies Shoe Co. Asks 
for Accounting and a Change in 
Management. : 


A stock-selling campaign is the 
basis for a_ receivership suit filed 


today against the Menzies Shoe 
Co., 1722 Washington avenue, by a 
minority stockholder, Louis Singer, 
shoe jobber at 810 Lutas avenue. 
Singer charges that, after buying 
67 shares of common stock of the 
concern at $15 a share and giving 
his note for $1005, he sent the 
company $500 as an advance pay- 
ment for mer handise. Instead of 
merchandise, he asserts, the com- 
pany offered him preferréd stock, 
which he does not want. The com- 
pany has heralded its stock sale 
extensively in newspaper advertise- 
ments. 

Singer alleges that 8. D. Nichols, 
president of the concern, is chang- 
ing its policies to suit himself; that 
the stock is being advertised “ex- 
tensively and recklessly,” and is be- 
ing sold at varying prices without 
regard to value; that brokers are 
getting excessive commissions for 
stock sales; that shoes are being 


sold for less than cost, and that 
Nichols and other directors are di- 
verting assets. 

In addition to a receivership. 
Singer asks for an accounting by 
the directors and an injunction to 
restrain the present management 
f-9m operating the business. His 
uit is directed againag Nichols and 
the following directors CC. R. 
Spore, Jerry Whitson, F. H. Nichols 
and J. D. Long. President Nichols 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment. 

Established in 1921 in Fond du 
Lac, Wis., the company now has 
two factories in that town and one 
each in New London, Wis.; Chilli- 
cothe, Mo.; Carbondale, Ill, and 
in Cookeville and McMinnville, 
Tenn.

INCOME TAXES OF $1,750,000 
DUE IN ST. LOUIS TOMORROW 


State Penalties for Delinquents 
Effective After June 2; Cor- 
porate Levy Declines. 


Payment of $1,750,000 in State 
income taxes is dug here tomorrow. 
This is nearly $500,000 less than 
the amount due at the correspond- 
ing time last year. After June 2 
the tax will be delinquent and will 
carry a penalty of 1 per cen: a 


month. 

Individual returns this year total 
60,309, assessments $104,538,112 
and taxes due $1,045,381. This 
compares with 59,871 individual 
returns last year; assessments, 
$108,193,327 and taxes, $1,081,933. 

Corporate returns decreased 
from 3653 to 3638, assessments 
from $116,725,257 to $70,457,927 
and taxes due from $1,167,252 to 
$704,579. 

Last year Assessor Gehner col- 
lected ag fees in connection with 
the State income tax $7775 in ad- 
dition to his salary of $5000 a 
year. Collector Koeln, it was dis- 
closed recently, got $10,000 in fees 
for handling the State income tax 
in addition to his $10,000 salary.

Knocked Off Vault Lock. 

Investigation revealed that the 
robbers had gained entrance to the 
collector's office by prying open a 
window on the east side of the 
building. A giass in a door liead- 
ing to the collector’s office had 
been broken so the night latch 
could be turned. The outside door 
of the vault had been unlocked but 
the inside door was locked. The 
front of the lock had been knocked 
ofi and the hole filled with nitro- 
glycerine. 

There was $300 in the safe in the 
ault. 

Sheriff McMahan says the rob- 
bers were not familiar with the 
collector’s office, or they would 
have taken a much easier way to 
ge: into the vault. He also be- 
lieves they were from a § state 
where revenue collections are due 
in April, ana therefore thought a 
large amount of money was on 
hand here.

INTERVENTION BY COOLIDGE 
AVERTS STRIKE ON ORIENT 


Railroad Men Call Off Walkout on 
Word That Mediation Board 
Has Been Named. 


Ey the Associated Press. 
WICHITA, Kan., April 30.—Be- 


cause President Coolidge invoked 
his power under the Railroad La- 
bor Act calling for mediation of 
railroad labor disputes. 600 em- 
ployes of the Kansas City, Mexico 
& Orient railroad, members of the 
Big Four Brotherhoods, last night 
operated their trains as usual. 

Union leaders postponed the 
walkout, set for 6 p. m., after 
receiving a message from Samuel 
E. Winslew, chairman of the Med- 
fation Board, giving official notice 
that President Coolidge and ap- 
pointed a fact-finding board of 
five to report in the dispute. 

Union leaders pointed out that 
a strike had been postponed, “but 
in no sense calied off.” The rail- 
road men have ‘ been drawing 
wages lower than the union stan- 
dard since 1923. due to financial 
reyerses suffered by the line. They 
now ask restoration of the stan- 
dard wages. 

W. T. Kemper, president of the 
Orient, expressed gratification that 
President Coolidge had averted @ 
strike. The special mediation‘ 
board is required to report within 
30 days, and no strike action can 
be taken until 30 days following 
the report. ;

PROMOTERS MAKE 


READY 10 OPEN 
DOG RAGE TRACKS 


Ignore Civic and Church 
Protests and Suit Pending 
to Oust Them From Mis- 


Preparations to reopen dog rac- 
ing tracks in the St. Louis district 
are under way, although civic and 
church organizations have renewed 


their opposition and a suit is pend- 
ing to oust dog tracks from Mis- 
souri. 

The Wellston Kennel Club track 
in St. Louis County and the Madi- 
son Kennel Club track in Madison 
County, Ill, are both controlled 
by the International Greyhound 
Racing Association, and their 
opening schedules are being jug- 
gled in an eftort to sidestep inter- 
ference. Schooling of racing dogs 
has been in progress at the Wells- 
ton track for weeks, and it was ex- 
pected racing would soon begin. 
It is now understood the opening 
date has been indefinitely post- 
poned., 

Not Likely to Run Simultaneously. 

On the other side of the river, 
the Madison track is being groom- 
ed for an early opening, probably 
next Wednesday. When, and if, the 
Madison racing track stops, the 
Wellston racing will start; unless 
business is exceptionally good, both 
tracks will not operate simultan- 
eously. 

Six hundred dogs, enough to 

supply two tracks, are quartered 
at the Welliston Club; another 600 
have just been shipped to tCnl- 
cago tracks. 
* Tony Foley’s Ramona Kennel 
Club track, in St. Louis County, is 
having internal and external trou- 
bles. In addition to being a dog 
fancier, Tony conducts a gambling 
House in Wellston for persons of 
modest means and the Los Angeles 
Club, on the Manchester road, for 
those who can afford to lose more, 
During the winter, a group of old 
employes at the Wellston establish- 
ment were discharged, and shortly 
thereafter the building was 
bombed. 

Underworld gossip has it that 
the Ramona track has been threat- 
ened with bombing if opened. Fo- 
ley, having incurred losses on a 
dog track venture at Atlanta, Ga., 
is not anxious to have his St. Louls 
County plant ruined with dyna- 
mite. 

Still another county track is that 
constructed b: amusement park in- 
terests on Riverview drive, near 
the Chain of Rocks. Unlike the 
Madison, Wellston and Ramona 
tracks, this place is yet to have its 
first race. Dog racing in St. Louis 
County is a complex problem, and 
the management is not saying any- 
thing at present. 

One track at North Kansas 
City opened last week. Attorney- 
General Gentry’s ouster suit 
against the Wellston and Ramona 
clubs and two Kansas City organi- 
zations is pending in the Missour! 
Supreme Court. 

Protests by Towns in County. 

A resolution of protest against 
the reopening of the St. Louis 
County dog tracks was adopted at 
this month’s meeting of the 
League of Municipalities, compris- 
ing Brentwood, Clayton, Ferguson, 
Glendale, Kirkwood, Maplewood, 
Oakland, Richmond Heights, 
Shrewsbury, Florissant, University 
City, Valley Park and Webster 
Groves. Copies of the resolution 
are to be sent to county authori- 
ties, who heretofore have ignored: 
protests. 

Inasmuch as the dog tracks are 
not located in incorporated com- 
munities, no municipal action can 
be taken against them. However. 
the league hopes to arouse public

Illinois 
Traction connects with .the Ter- 
minal in St. Louis, immediately 
north of McKinley Bridge. 
Through the projected new yard 
on the wharf it would connect with 
the Terminal at a handier point, 
with the city-owned St. Louis 
Transfer Railway and with other 
lines. 

Through a connection with still 
another Studebaker-Insull prop- 
erty, the Illinois Terminal Rail- 
road, freight would move from the 
Illinois Traction main line at Le- 
clair, near Edwardsville, to the 
Troy & Eastern and thence to the 
bridge. Last week, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission authorized 
operating consolidation of Lllinois 
Traction, Troy & Eastern, the St.

Steam and Electric Power. 


The proposed franchise would 
permit the use of steam locomo- 
tives over the bridge and _ the 
branch elevated line to the wharf, 
so that trains might move into the 
city from the Troy & Eastern line 
under that power.

UN HIS PROGRAM 
FUR STABILIZATION 


Premier, Confident He Has 
Working Majority in 
Chamber, Announces 


New Loan Terms. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, April 30.—Premier Poin- 
care, in the belief that he has suf- 
ficient backing since the elections 
just completed to proceed with his 


stabilization program, he went 
ahead with it today. While the 
people still were discussing yes- 
terday’s vote he announced he 
would have published in the of- 
ficial journal tomorrow a decree 
fixing the terms of the new loan 
authorized last August to absorb 
the French floating debt. 

The loan will be issued at 5 per 
cent payable in 75 years. The 
holders of Treasury bonds payable 
in three, six or 10 years, will be 


If they want cash, they must de- 
posit their bonds for reimburse- 
ment before June 8; otherwise they 
will have to take the new issue in 
their place. 

This is the first step in the Pre- 
mier’s program, which it is under- 
stood, will be pursued as rapidly 
as the success of the loan and oth- 
er circumstances will permit.

PARIS, April 30.—Premier Poin- 
care has won a complete victory 
in the Chamber of Deputies elec- 
tions, it was apparent early today 
on retugns from 314 of 430 districts 
which elected Deputies yesterday. 

The Conservative parties have 
won 132 of these and the Radicals, 
who adopted his financial policy, 
76. With more than 100 of the 
187 deputies elected outright a 
week ago Sunday, the Government 
will enter the new chamber with 
about 400 of the 612 seats. The 
portion of the Radical party which 
opposed Poincare are the heaviest 
losers, both the Communists and 
Socialists faring better than was 
expected, although both will be 
weaker than in the last Parlia- 
ment. 

The balance between the con- 
servatives- and radicals remains 
sufficient, however, to assure mod- 
erate policies. 

Briand’s Peace Policy Assured.

MR. BORAH’S APPEAL. 


Club of Chicago Senator Borah warned his audience 
that the honest government will be the paramount 
issue of the forthcoming presidential campaign. The 
charge of corruption, he said, is one which the Re- 
publican party could not avoid if it would and should 
not if it could. For, while questions of economic 
or material policy, such as the tariff, revenue laws, 
administration of natural resources, are of vast con- 
‘ gequence, they are all secondary to the vital necessity 
of “a pure ballot, a clean government and the integ- 
rity of the Constitution under which we live.” 

There is nothing startling in those words. No man 
in public life or private life would openly challenge 
such sentiment. But our practice belies our profes- 
sions. : 

In practice the Republican party has not shown the 
official indignation at the appalling corruption of the 
Harding administration which the public conscience 
expected and undoubtedly would have received with 
righteous welcome. Officially the Republican party 
was similarly unmoved by the degradation of the 
ballot in the senatorial primaries of Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. There was, to be sure, inspiring de- 
nunciation of this corruption and these corrupt prac- 
tices among Republican office holders but the Repub- 
licans who rose to this moral height are, for the most 
part, of the insurgent category whuse party standing 
is of doubtful title. 

The Post-Dispatch believes, and has said, that the 
action of Senator Norris of Nebraska in going into 
Pennsylvania, after the expenditures of that “golden 
primary” had been exposed, and campaigning the 
State for the Democratic candidate, was one of the 
finest exhibitions of civic sincerity and integrity in 
our political annals. But did the Republican party 
officially commend the splendid service of Mr. Nor- 
ris? Did it ever attempt to capitalize this exalted 
moral service? Did any administration leader pub- 
licly congratulate the. Senator from Nebraska? On 
the contrary, is it not true that Mr. Norris’ action 
was regarded at best as Quixotic, at worst as savor- 
ing of party treachery? 

Suppose the partisan complexion of the Pennsy)- 
vania orgy had been otherwise. Suppose that State 
had been a Democratic stronghold, and Vare of Phil- 
adelphia a Democratic boss! Suppose Senator Norris 
were a Democrat, as irate critics have, indeed, 
charged. Ahd suppose the: Democratic Norris had re- 
pudiated unworthy partisanship and advocated .the 
election of a Republican candidate! What would have 
been the Democratic party’s official reaction? What 
would have been the attitude of the Democratic party 
leaders? We do not know. This, however, is obvious: 
For the Democratic party these are hypothetical ques- 
tions; for the Republican party they are accusing 
facts. And, as Mr. Borah has correctly and pertinent- 
ly put it, the issue is here, the people know it and 
“partisan fencing will not satisfy them.” 

In Mr. Borah’s judgment, we are facing a crisis. 
When the political powers in the cities are allied 
with organized lawlessness; when money boldly un- 
dertakes to buy seats in the Senate; when wealth 
and official faithlessness conspire to defraud the 
national government and “venality leaves its filth in 
the high precincts of Federal power;” when this is 
status of things—and no one cdn say that Mr. Borah 
has overdrawn it—it cannot be met by tricky con- 
trovefsy, or recrimination or virtuous pretense. The 
solution lies in a morally aroused people marshaled 
under leadership of great character and purpose. 
As a Republican Mr. Borah appeals to his party 
to meet the moral requirements of the hour. All 
citizens who place country above partisanship, who 
believe in democracy and abhor plutocracy, are hop 
ing the Republican party will respond convincingly 
to Mr. Borah’s appeal. 
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THAT TOAD YARN. 

The St. Louis Herpetology Society has denounced 
as a fraud that horned toad which is supposed te 
have lived for 81 years sealed up in the cornerstone 
of the courthouse at Eastland, Tex. After examina- 
tion, the toad was exposed by the experts as being 
not more than 2 or 3 years old. It was as easy for 
the society to make this decision as it is for Sir 
Joseph Duveen to differentiate between a Rembrandt 
and a Holbein. 

The story about the Eastland, Tex., toad derives 
from tite legend about toads in general, namely, that 
toads have some mysterious quality denied to all 
other creatures; that they can exist without food, 
water or air for indefinite periods. The herpetolo- 
gist’s position toward this legend is much the same 
as the attitude of the biologist toward the Scopes 
trial. The toad is a hibernating beast like the bear. 
As everyone knows, the bear in that state lives off 
itself, that is, it consumes its surplus fat. That is 
what the toad does. If the hibernating period con- 
tinued beyond a natural time, the animal would con- 
sume itself. But even to do this, it must have air, 
and air was denied the Eastland toad. 

Despite the findings of science on the subject, 
however, people will go on ascribing to ‘the toad 
supernatural qualities, just as in some parts of the 
country they believe that a horsehair placed in a 
bottle of water will eventually turn into a snake. 
George Dieckman, in giving credence to the Eastland 
toad story, made a mistake in bringing it to a town 
that has been a veritable hotbed of sound herpetology 
ever since the late Julius Hurter published his vol- 
ume, “The Herpetology of Missouri.” He should 
have deflected the toad to Chicago or Kalamazoo. 
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E. L. Doheny, it appears, has been chosen as judge 
in the Los Angeles tryouts for.the National Constitu- 
tional Contest. We don’t know how he is on the Con- 
stitution, but the former lessor of Elk Hills should 
be able to recite the fraud statutes backward. 
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LEGS AND LIMOUSINES. 

When the eminent Dr. Charles Mayo, on vacation 
in Los Angeles, tells us that “legs are really an in- 
teresting study nowadays” we follow him. 

When he says that “women are losing their calves,” 
that “high heeled shoes are completely changing the 
shape of their legs” we are astonished and, some 
what, alarmed. 

When he says that women are riding in automo- 
biles too much and, because they are not walking, 
are “getting shorter” and, therefore, are obliged to 
resort to high heels, we regretfully wonder. 

But a minute’s ezemination of this disturbing 
diagnosis of womian’s plight lifts the depression. 
How can high heels ruin the shape of their legs if 
women have quit walking and gone in so intem- 
perately for motoring that the once “divinely talls” 
are becoming grotesquely dwarfed? 

The distinguished Dr. Mayo, we fear, is mistakenly 
worried about the women.

SOPHISTRIES OF TAX REDUCT ION. 
It is somewhat beyond the powers of Congress to 
make tax reduction as entirely reasonable as it 
should be. As the costs of the war diminish, the 
benefits of such a decrease should first go to those 
least ‘able to pay. 

There ought not, for instance, to be a fight over 
the inheritance tax, which is fought over every time 
a tax reduction bill is framed. The inheritance tax 
is in principle the fairest of all tazes, since it is 
imposed upon unearned wealth which is therefore 
best able to pay. The Senate Finance Committee has 
been compelled to retain the inheritance tax to con- 
ciliate the western Senators, who also forced this tax 
back in the bill after it had been taken out two 
years ago. It is symptomatic of Coolidgism, which 
makes no effort at economic equality, that the Ad- 
ministration should want the inheritance tax abol- 
ished while the mass of people make up for it with 
nuisance taxes increasing the cost of living. Such 
is government by the 6 per cent. 

It seems that the new tax bill will exempt amuse- 
ment admissions up to $3, which shiuld have been 
done long ago, as well as the 5 per cent tax on auto 
mobiles, another anachronism, It is, however, far 
from consistent in respect to taxes of this sort. Club 
dues, which have made clubs groggy, as if clubs were 
exclusively among the well-to-do, will probably con- 
tinue to pay 10 per cent, whereas this nuisance tax 
should long ago have been abated. 

What a charming inconsistency in popular gov- 
ernment tax reduction has become! It ought to be 
an automatic and quite simple thing, but it is noth- 
ing of the sort. Every time a tax bill is framed, 
the people best able to pay taxes try to shove them 
off on those least able to pay them. Thus, while 
almost nobody but W. A. Brady went down to plead 
for remission of taxes on theater admission’, an 
obvious hardship to the people, the effort to have 
the inheritance tax abated ‘enjoyed the impressive 
imprimatur of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

It is to the credit of Congress that despite its in- 
consistencies it did for Brady what it would not do 
for the Chamber. °-

GETTING SINCLAIR. 

That is a strange conception of journalism, albeit 
sometimes practiced hereabouts, that has no opinion 
about the Sinclair acquittal; but it has not been 
easy for the Republican press to admit the evils of 
the Harding regime. , 

The Chicago Tribune, for instance, thinks the Gov- 
ernment went out of its way to get Sinclair. We 
are surprised to hear that. Sinclair bribed a high 
officer of the Government and took away from it 
by fraud and conspiracy one of the naval oil reserves. 
Upon discovering the crime, the Government under- 
took to recover the property and prosecute the men 
who, in the opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court, had unlawfully taken possession of it. 

It was not actuated in this defensive movement 
by any desire to get anybody. It was in duty bound, 
for its own protection, to do what it did. No Govern- 
ment could do less. The attitude of many of the 
Republiran papers towards the ofl scandal has been 
abominable. From the Washington Post, owned by 
Ned McLean, himself exposed in the investigation, to 
the most reputable and respectable among the Re 


publican newspapers, there has been an undisguised |. 


disposition from the outset to discredit the exposure 
and the men who brought it about. The Post thinks 
men like Senator Walsh are meddlesome Matties. 
That fs, these men detect corruption in the Govern- 
ment and expose it. Their reward is to be charac 
terized by the Republican papers as long-nosed per- 
sons prying into things that are none of their. busi- 
ness. 

The Republican press should be ashamed of itself. 
If it is afraid to say what it thinks of the Sinclair 
acquittal, as some of its representatives are, it still 
ought to be too decent to defame the men who ex- 
posed corruption or to charge the Government in that 
defensive action with the bad motive of trying to get 
somebody. The New York Herald-Tribune, foremost 
of the administration newspapers but still retaining 
its self-respect, says the outcome of the Sinclair trial 
should make every honest American blush. 

That is a much more honorable type of journalism. 
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The Nicaraguans have now fixed that election for 
November, when we will be so busy with our own 
that we will forget about theirs. 
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ARCHIE COMPSTON’S VICTORY. 

That brutal Britisher, Archie Compston, no doubt 
a confirmed Americanophobe, swamped our Walter 
Hagen in a golf match billed as for the championship 
of the world. The dreadful affair ended on the fifty- 
fifth green with Archie 18 up. It is reported as the 
most serious American defeat since the Boston massa- 
cre, and presumably we must dust off Parson Weems’ 
story of George Washington to console ourselves by 
reading what happened to Cornwallis at Yorktown. 
The outcome of the match is. also said to have a 
serious bearing on the war debt question, the capital 
ship ratio and the next general elections. 

In such international crises, it always soothes our 

fevered brain to fall back on statistics. These show 
thet Archie Compston was playing out of his head 
and that Walter, far from being compelled to hang 
his head in shame, gave a creditable account of him- 
self. Par on the course is 70. Slamming the ball 
off the tee with wild abandon, pitching approaches 
dead to the pin or shooting long brassies to the cor- 
ners of the greens and then sinking 36-foot putts, 
the mad Archie negotiated the first 54 holes in 66, 
67, 70—203, 7 below par. His score-card was so 
chocked with birdies and eagles fhat it looked -like 
one of Audubon’s treatises on the life and habits of 
our little feathered friends. There were four blazing 
2’s, only seven 5's and one unaccountable 6. Archie ad- 
ministered the coup de grace on the fifty-fifth hole 
with a 4, thus completing the slaughter with a score 
15 below even 4's! 

While this insane business was going on, Walter 
was not doing so badly himself. On a strange course 
in a strange land, he managed to compile a score of 
226 for 55 holes, or 6 above even 4's. His 72, 76 and 
74 for the first 54 holes, 12 above par, is by no means 
the best Hagen has done, but it is far from being 
disgraceful.

F Sandino is no more than they say he is, 

and we are bound to hold an election, 

why not go on and hold it? He can not 
interfere with us. He is up in the moun- 
tains.. He is driven away. He can not 
come toa voting place. We can hold the 
election; but we are following him. This 
Associated Press article shows that there 
are many places in Nicaragua where we 
have headquarters. We have 49 posts 
where we can carry provisions and muni- 
tions of war and men with airplanes, even 
after the rainy season begins. We have 
25 places where we are engaged in sur- 
veying activities, marching men back and 
forth, policing the country. We have taken 
We have used the force 
of arms to do it for the purpose of hold- 
ing an election it seems now.

ette lighter business—which 
came to America from London— 
has ballooned to astounding pro- 
portions. The first lighter was 
made after the war for one-armed 
ex-service men. Only one hand is 
needed to manipulate the devices. 
But the idea caught on for every- 
body. Yearly sales in America 
amount to millions. Almost every 
big store has its lighter department 
and innumerable specialty shops 
deal almost exclusively in the nov- 
elty. They have been made into 
an infinite variety of shapes, witn 
inset watches, cigar cutters and re- 
ceptacles for lipsticks, eyebrow pen- 
cils and mirrors.

The original in- 
ventor is said to have been an ob- 
scure tinkerer who doesn’t have to 
tinker any more.

Man's Framework of Bones, and the Mystery of a 
Healing Fracture—How Does Nature Determine 
When the Healing Process Should Start 

. and When to End? 


THE FRAMEWORK OF THE 
BODY, THE BONES, THE 
JOINTS AND THE 
MUSCLES. 


T is the bony skeleton which 
| gives the body its general shape. 

The banes are held together by 
ligaments of connective tissue, al- 
lowing movement between the 
bones; and these points of junc- 
ture, which aré much more intri- 
cate than they appear to be, are 
called joints. The movements of 
the joints are made possible by the 
contraction of muscles. Muscles 
are attached from one bone to an- 
other, the spots of attachments be- 
ing known technically as the point 
of origin and the point of insertion. 
Sometimes, as in the case of the 
cye, the point of origin of a muscle 
may be on a bone and the point 
of insertion a soft tissue. 

We may here indicate a 
points about the bones. 

In the illustration today a typ- 
ical long bone has been represent- 
ed as sawed lengthwise in order to 
show its structure. Note that it 
is throughout the greater part of 
ite length hollow: it has the ar- 
rangement which modern mechan- 
ics has found to combine at 
once the greatest strength with 
lightness. The insides of the long 
bones have an organ-—the marrow 
—which belongs to an entirely dif- 
ferent system, the blood, for in it 
blood-cells are formed. 

Outside of the bone is & mem- 
brane, the periosteum, from which, 
in the early stages of bony devel- 
opment, thé young bone-cells are 
formed. Some surgeons believe 


few 


happens to the thigh when the body 
falls violently on a hard pavement 
in. a certain way: the muscles, 
which represent the pillow, suffer 
only minor injuries, but the thigh- 
bone, the femur, which represents 


fractured. 

Forty years ago, before the X-ray 
was discovered, the surgeon was in 
about the same position in placing 
the,two ends of the bone together 
as you would be if you had to ap- 
proximate the two ends- of the 
broomstick through the enveloping 
pillow. A hundred years ago he 
was in an even worse predicament, 
because general anesthesia was un- 
known, and he had to put the ends 
of the bone together while the pa- 
tient was jerking and writhing in 
pain. This problem of the setting 
of a fractured bone is one of the 
oldest in medicine, Owing to 
‘these two modern miracles of ap- 
plied science, the anesthetic and the 
X-ray, it has become a matter 
merely of mechanical ingenuity. 

Fractures, or the breaking of 
bones; dislocation, or the unap- 
proximation of joints; and sprains, 
or the tearing of ligaments without 
either fracture of the bone or dis- 
location of the joint, are the com- 
mon injuries to the body frame- 
tork. Grief arises when a simple 
injury is considered to be “only a 
sprain” and allowed to go on with- 
out proper examination, which 
means examination by the X-ray. 
Bvery surgeon can recall hundreds 
of cases in which, following what 
appeared to be a trifling fall or 
injury, the diagnosis of sprain was 
made, and the patient was allowed 


ti at a bone will not unite properly 
if it is broken 
unless the peri- 
osteum is pre- 
served, Note that 
in the middle or 
shaft the bone is 
made up of very 
compact tissue, 
but that fowards 
the ends it be- 
coms spongy or, 
in technical 
terms, cancellous. 
Over the top of 
the bone, where 
it meets anothor

surface, is a lay- 
er of cartilage. 
The develop- 
ment of bone is 
amatter of 
great interest. 
Before birth, 
when the outlines 
of the bones are 
first discerned, 
they are all car- 
tilaginous; as 
time goes on, cal- 
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formed in_ the 
cartilage by the 
boire-cellg and 
ossification takes 
place. During in- 
fancy d youth the two ends of 
the bone are united to the shaft 
only by cartilage, the ends being 
called the epiphyses, the middle the 
diaphysis, Complete union of the 
epiphysis to the diaphysis and 
complete ossification of all bones 
do not take place until the twen- 
tleth to twenty-fifth years of life. 

The practical importance of these 
things should be evident. In child- 
hood and youth, the bones being 
softer, a broken bone is more like- 
ly to be what the surgeons have 
poetically described as a “green- 
stick fracture’—a splintering such 
as occurs in a young sapling rath- 
er than the sharp break which 
would occur to an old twig. Some- 
times injuries occur which ard 
simply the separation of an 
epiphysis, 

Inasmuch as ossification occurs 
in different bones at different ages, 
and as this is presided over by 
certain of the ductiess glands, not- 
ably the thymus, and now that we 
have the X-ray and can determine 
absolutely when ossification is or 
is not present, the period of ossi- 
fication has a considerable bear- 
ing on diagnosis in certain cases 
of disease of the ductless glands. 

A typical joint is the juncture of 
two bones, these being held to- 
gether by ligaments, which wrap 
over from one to another, lashing 
the bones firmly together; between 
the ends of the bones a thin mem- 
brane covers the approximating 
surfaces, and between them is a 


brane is called the synovial mem- 
brane, the fiuid the synovial fluid. 
The joint surface is a most deli- 
oate structure, and injury to it or 
infection of it Is one of the most 
serious conditions possible, never 
to be treated lightly. A dirty knife 
stuck into a joint is just as dan- 
gerous as a dirty knife stuck into 
the abdomen. 


Injuries and Diseases of Bones and 
Joints, 


In most of the sections of this 
treatise the derangements of the 
organs will be considered under a 
heading reading “Diseases of the 
So-and-Bo System.” In the case 
of the bony framework and the 
joints of the body this is, as you 
see, replaced by the title “Injuries 
and ” ete. 

The peculiar danger of the bony 
cage is injury and not dis- 
ease. ie because it is the most 
brittle, .If you wrap a broom. 
stick in a feather pillow, lay it 
between two chairs, and hit it 
sharply with a sledge-hammer, you 
will probably not hurt the pillow,

while becoming more and more se- 
vere. Finally an X-ray has re- 
vealed an actual break in the bone, 
or a dislocation of the joints, and 
properly applied surgery has saved 
the patient further discomfort, and 
given ultimate restoration of func- 
tion, . 

For the treatment of fractures 
surgeons have worked out a num- 
ber of devices of great ingenuity. 
All of them depend upon holding 
the broken ends or the broken 
fragments of the bone in place un- 
til the process of healing takes 
place, 

This act of healing is one of the 
most interesting as well as one of 
the most mysterious of all the 
processes of nature. When a bone 
is brojen, and the two ends 
brought together, changes begin to 
occur in each end similar to those

seen when the bone is first formed 
in embryo. Connective-tissue-cells 
are thrown out over the gulf like 
strands of a rope bridge, and along 
them bone-forming cells later be- 
gin to lay down new bone. 

What initiates this process it is 
impossible to say; how the cells at 
the ends of the broken bone know, 
if you want to put it that way, that 
they must begin to form new cells 


but you will certainly break the 
broomstick. 


That is exactly what

to bridge a gap—in other terms, 
how they are suddenly stimulated 
to this active process of regenera- 
tion—-is very mysterious. They go 
on forming bone until the break is 
filled in with new osseous tissue, 
and then always go a little fur- 
ther, strengthening that particu- 
le weak place with a little extra 
bone, so that it is easy to tell the 
place where a bone has been frac- 
tured by the occurrence of this ex- 
tra amount of tissue, the callus. 
When the healing is complete, and 
the broken part is properly but- 
tressed, the formation of new 
bone ceases; this is quite as myste~- 
rious as the initiation of the proc- 
ess, Or even more so. How do the 
bone ends “know” that the heal- 
ing is complete. Why do they 
stop this active Process of piling 
up new bone? We do not know. 
Sometimes, indeed, the process does 
not stop and large masses of ex- 
uberant callus form, even enough 
tu interfere with function. We 
are equally in the dark as to the 
cause of this. 

The methods tised to hold bones 
in place after fracture are splints, 
plaster-of-Paris casts, and the ap- 
plication of metal or ivory plates 
to the bones themselves through a 
surgical incision, This latter meth- 
od, which was greatly in vogue a 
few years ago, has now largely 
been given up, except in special 
cases. 

The experience of surgery with 
splints is thousands of years old, 
and every possible kind of frac- 
ture in every place in the body 
is known and the best way of 
splinting it determimed by the ex- 
perience of thousands of cases, To 
illustrate this, a fracture at the 
elbow joint is usually fixed with 
the arm bent as far as it will go; 
this is called the Jones position, 
after a Liverpool surgeon who, 
after trying the end results with 
hundreds of cases of fracture of 
this kind, demonstrated that those 
put up in his position healed bet- 
ter and had the best final results. 
He showed that the muscles bring 
the broken fragments inevitably 
together when the arm is fixed in 
that position. .

‘|against women appearing in church 


without head-covering, you would 
not wear a hat. Customarily hats 
are not worn to an evening wed- 
ding.
